That old .song and others will 
be heard in Sierra Mailre thi.s 
Christmas Eve. It will be heard 
from the church-tower of St 
Rita’s, for one, where a carillion 
of Christmas airs will be bro id- 
cast over the valley by means of 
a special amplifier. 

Then, al.so, there will be a mid¬ 
night service on Christmas Eve 
at the Church of the Ascension, 
remindful of the ancient churches 
in Europe where the midnight 
service on Christmas Eve is just 
about the greatest event in the 
church year. Great singers like 
Caruso used to be called and 
still are—to the Church of the 
Madeleine in Paris to .sing "Noel!” 
Noel- the same as our "Yule.” 

There will be plenty of carolers 
so sing Noel in Sierra Madre this 
Christmas Eve, some from the 
Congregational Church and some 
from Bethany. 

Bethany’s carolers will be 
members of the Junior-Hi and the 
Japanese societies of that congre¬ 
gation, and early on Christmas 
morning Mr. and Mrs. F. D. R. 
Moote are going to entertain the 
carolers at breakfast in their 
hospitable home on West Central 
avenue. 

The Young People’s Society will 
supply the carolers for the Con¬ 
gregational part in the festival. 
First of all, the carolers will get- 
together tnis Sunday afternoon, 
at 5:30 in the Ladies Parlor of 
the church, where they’ll go over 
their carols and be served with 
refre.shments.

World’s Creates! Track 
Event Opens At Santa 
Anita Course Christmas 


Clierra Madre is the center of 
an interesting battle going on be¬ 
tween .Arcadia, Monrovia, El 
Jlonte and other San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley towns in the matter of trans¬ 
portation. The Chambers of Com¬ 
merce of ail these cities are in¬ 
tensely agitated, since publication 
in the SIKliRA MADRE NEWS 
of an announcement that Monro¬ 
via merchants througli their 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
wanted bus service between Mon¬ 
rovia, Sierra Madre and Arcadia. 

Sierra Madrr's bu.sinoss section 
seemed unconcerneil. but Arcadia, 
El Monte, Rosemead and inter¬ 
vening towns are intensely inter¬ 
ested. Chambers of Commerco of 
many valley towns rose high and 
delegations representing the vari¬ 
ous communities have visited Sier¬ 
ra Madre to get this city’s view¬ 
point. 

Meanwhile Arcadia proposes to 
block out the Monrovia proposi¬ 
tion for a 3-city bii.s service, by 
suggesting a line from Sierra 
.Madre. through Arcadia to El 
Monte across the valley. This, of 
course, would eliminate Monrovia. 

Arcadia. Rosemead and other 
interested cities are asking tlie 
State Railroad Commission for a 
Pacific Electric .service that would 
cut out Monrovia,

This is the second winter meeting of the L.A. club, but 
the fame of last vear’s meeting—coupled with that of the 
peerle.ss Santa Anita track—has been sufficient to bring 
racing entluisiasts here from ail iiarts of the world.

It looks as if the wliole San Calu iel ^'alley were slated for 
a long period of prosperity. 

A reiiortei’ foi’ the SIl'iRUA MADUK NFWS visited the 
ti'ack yesterday. Compai i.sons are not supposed to he [i.dite, 
—hut this reporter—and also sevei’al with whom he talked 
—couldn't resist making comparisons with othois of the 
world's gi’eat coui'ses wliei'e racing history has Im'cii niadi'. 
Longchamps and Chantilly, like other Fi'cnch liacks, are 
beautiful to see; but Iheii’ beauty has nothing in it of the 
gi'andeui’ of the Santa Anita layout. The same holds for 
the historic Churchill Downs in Kentucky and Epson 
Downs in England. 

Apart from the scenic beauty there is no other track 
in the world today where such vast crowds can he taken 
care of so comfortably or where the technical eiiuipment 
has been brought to such perfection. 

The extensive improvements made will about double 
the facilities over last sason. 

The new bleacher section fronting on tlie main terrace- 
. . . on a plane with the grandstand, will seat apiu’oximately 
4,000. The addition to the clubhouse together with the SoO 
box .seats will increa.so the facilities by more than one- 
third and make the clubhouse area and the terrace ac- 
commoilate an estimated 7500. 

The wide straight-of-way reinforceil conerc'to stairways 
to the grandstand will provide room for an estimated flnOO 
in addition to ju’eviding clear and convenient entrance space 
to the grandstand. 

The new iiedestriaii tunnel from the terrace will pro¬ 
vide entrance to the infield which has recently been de¬ 
veloped with surface walks, flowei' wds and lawns to ac¬ 
commodate many thousands. The six-acre paddock gardiuis 
have bet'n extensively landscain'd with numerous ontraiices 
leading directly from the (i-5 acres of surfaced and conven¬ 
ient parking areas, while w.alks, promenades, and terraces 
have all been tiled or otherwise surfaced to add to the 
general appointments. 

Counting the spacious reinforced concrete and steel 
grandstand and the room on the wid(' slojiiiig terrace, it is 
estimated that gatherings of 100,OOP and upwards can ho 
handled without confusion or inconvience to the s|K'ctatoi’s. 

Santa Anita Park, moreover, ideally loeated at the 
junction of Ilunlington Drive and Colorado lloulevai'fl - 
two exceptionally wide thoroughfares— is jirovided with 
five entrances to eliminate traffic congestion. Ticket booths 
are inside the grounds .so that the lane.s of traffic will be 
kept continually on the move. The roadwiiy and bridge at 
the Colorado and Huntington Drive entrance have been 
materially widened and imiiroved for the use of tlu' motor¬ 
ists coming to th clubhouse parking seclion.s. 

The track management will again use all the mechani¬ 
cal devices now considei-ed vital in raoing. Improved and 
advanced equipment has been installed for the “camera 
finishes” that were uSed for the first time last sea.son.

Federal funds will be allocated 
to build the projected new State 
prison in Southern California, 
there is good reason to believe, 
says Assemblyman Frank G. Mar¬ 
tin ,of Altadena. Governor Mer- 
riam has been negotiating with 
Federal authorities and has re¬ 
ceived very favorable assurances. 
Because of this the Governor has 
ordered a site bought from the 
general fund of the State . 

Assemblyman Martin, who was 
author and sponsor of the mea¬ 
sure which provides for buying a 
site and constructing and operat¬ 
ing the new prison, says that he 
is being besieged by persons and 
firms having sites to sell. Mr. 
Martin stresses that he has noth¬ 
ing to do with buying a site, 
that a commission of five mem¬ 
bers is provided for in the law, 
to select and purchase a site. He 
has advised all who have sites 
to offer to communicate directly 
with A. E. Stockhurger, Director, 
State Department of Finance, Sac¬ 
ramento, who represents the Gov¬ 
ernor on the site commission. 

The site must be within 100 
miles of the State Building in 
Los Angeles: it must contain be¬ 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 acres of 
level or near-level land: must 
have a supply of water adequate 
to irrigate the major portion of 
that acreage: must be near 
transportation facilities: a large 
supply of building rock nearby 
would be of value: it would be 
desirable to have the land near 
mountains and in a region of 
good climate.

T he hasty readei’ of iiewsiiapei-.s, magazines, and the 
g’cneral nm of current book.s, may well find a sort of 
heartbieaking irony in that ancient promise of the 
angels who heralded tlie Nativity: “On eai’th peace, grood- 
will toward men.” The liiiital repressions of minorities that 
seem to lie the rule in too many lands, the bloody business 
of Italy in Ethiopia, Japan’s dismemberment of Chinti, the 
growling' menace of other nations as they add to their al¬ 
ready frightful armaments, the worldwide social unrest and 
economic miseiy—these certainly are not signs of peace 
and goodwill. 

With equal truth it could 1>e pointed out that there 
never has been jicace on earth, either before or after the 
coming of the Prince of Peace whose birth we celebrate. 
The headlines of history are there as ostensible proof of it 
—Babylon, Byzantium, Rome, the Arabic conquests, Spain, 
the via doiodosa of every nation’s lise to empire, from the 
oldest down to our own. 

Yet the old faitii holds. And never more than at this 
present hour has it been possible to give a wider and 
deei>er application to the statement of the apostle that 
“faith is the evidence of things not seen.” In countless mil¬ 
lions of hearts there is peace not to Ije registered in head¬ 
lines.

How The Counties Of Califo nia Came 

By Their Names And What They Mean

S ANTA CLARA, created Feb¬ 
ruary 18, 1850 ia still another 
of the original counties of 
California. On January 12, 
1777, Mission Santa Clara was es¬ 
tablished, and named for Saint 
Clara of Assisi, Italy, the first 
Franciscan nun and founder of 
the Order of Saint Clare . Her 
name "Clara” means “clear” or 
"bright,” and according to the 
Roman Book of Martyrs, as Hor- 
talana, the pious mother of this 
nun .was once kneeling before a 
crucifix, praying earnestly' that 
she might be happily delivered of 
her unborn babe ,she heard a 
j voice whispering, "Fear not, wo- 
i man, thou wilt safely bring 
j forth;” whereupon a brilliant 
! light suddenly Illumined the place, 
;and the mother, inspired by the 
' mysterious prediction, baptized 
! her child Clara, which is the fem-; 
; liilne of the word meaning clear; 
or bright. Clara afterwards was 
j sanctified on account of her 
many eminent virtues, and ac- : 
' cordingly venerated by the Cath- ; 
dies In all Roman Catholic i 
I churches, and canonized under the I 
' name Saint Clara. The Francis- | 
can padres de La Pena and Mur- 
guia the Mission Santa Clara and 
1 it was from this mission the 
I county derived its name. 

! Santa Clara’s natural beauty 
I and commercial wealth make it 
; one of California's outstanding 
I communities. Mountain ranges on 
j the west that act as a barrier 
against coast fogs and winds and 
I eastern ranges which shut out the 
heat of the San Joaquin Valley in 
summer make for an ideal climate. 
In the spring and early summer. 

‘ Santa Clara’s famous orchards 
present a scene o fgorgeous 
colors. 

The county Is a heavy producer 
o fall farm and orchard crops. A 
total of approximately 70.000 
acres of prunes produce annually 
more than 9,808,000 worth of this 
crop. About 19,000 acres of apri¬ 
cot produce to the extent of $3,- 
500,000 annually, the pear crop is 
valued at more than $2,000,000 
and cherries bring in about $1,- 
190,000 a year . The average 
fruit acreage is 119,676 with an 
annual crop valuation exceeding 
$15,000,000. 

Santa Clara is noted for its 
educational advantages. Public 
school buildings are valued at 
more than $10,000,000. The San 
Jose State Teachers College was 
established in 1862. In 1891 the 
famous Stanford University at 
Palo Alto was opened. The Uni¬ 
versity of Santa Clara was cre¬ 
ated by the mission fathers in 
1777 and now is one of Califor¬ 
nia’s better known institutions of 
learning. Lick Observatory was 
established in 1888 on the summit 
of Mount Hamilton. 

San Jose, the county seat, was 
founded in 1777 . Here the first 
American flag was raised in the 
pueblo of San Jose in July, 1816, 
and the first California legisla¬ 
ture convened there December 15, 
1849. At Sunnyvale is the $5,000,- 
000 dirigible base ,now under 
Army control. Gilroy, a charming 
city in the southern end of Santa 
Clara Valley, is known as "The 
Home of the Prune.” Here are 
15,000 acres of prune trees and 
an enormous acreage of apricots, 
pears .grapes, tomatoes and let¬ 
tuce. The county boasts the beau¬ 
tiful cities of Los Altos, Los 
Gatos, Palo Alto, Santa Clara and

Tho.se who fell by the 
wayside had a crude cross erected 
over them to mark their last 
resting place. If anything notable 
occiired in any of the expeditions, 
a cro3.s was set up, and al! that 
marked the site of the mission 
which was founded by Padres Lo¬ 
pez and Salazar on September 
2.5, 1791, was the meinoriaJ- cross 
erected to mark this site. From 
this the county derived Its 
name. 

Highly productive fruit orchards 
and farms, a wealth of natural 
scenery and beaches that lure 
thousands of vacationists, com¬ 
bine to make this little county 
one of the most attractive spots 
in California . The city of San¬ 
ta Cruz, county seat, is known 
as "The Atlantic City of the 
We.se.’’ 

Twenty-one distinct soil types 
are in evidence throughout the 
county. Pajora Valley claims a 
soil fertility comparing favor¬ 
ably with any area in the United 
States. It is famous for its apple 
production. More than 5.4,000 tons 
of this fruit are produced at>- 
nually 

With 200 miles of trout streams 
—Monterey Bay fishing, splendid 
mountain camping sites, Folton 
Groze, or Santa Cruz County 
Big Trees, one of the finest 
groves of redwoods in Califor¬ 
nia, the California Redwood Park 
and wonderful be.arh resorts, the 
county is a paradise for lovers of 
the out-of-doors. 

Few farming communities con 
boast a proximity to be.ach and 
mountains re.sorts of such a char¬ 
acter as offered by Santa Cruz 
county. Within a radius of 30 
miles lie Del Monte, Monterey, 
Santa Cruz, Capltola, Rio del Mar, 
Seacliff, Rob Roy, Pebble Beach, 
Pacific Grove, Bon Lomond, 
Brookdale, Bounled Creek, Felton, 
the Dig Trees and California Red¬ 
wood Park. 

Wat.sonville is the center of 
the apple growing district. It is 
the third largest .shipping point 
between Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. Population: 37,433. 

Area: 435 square miles. It was 
also one of tJie original 27 coun¬ 
ties. 

Shasta County, another of the 
orlgln,al 27, was created February 
18, 1850. The derivation of the 
name of the county, which was 
taken from the mouuntaln of that 
■ name, is in doubt. Some au¬ 
thorities claim the name "Shasta” 
i.s derived from Shas-ti-ka, the 
name of a tribe of Indiana that 
liveil at the base of Mt. Shasta. 
The word “Shaslti-ka” means 
“stone house or cave dwellers.” 
Other authorities claim that the 
word "Shasta’ ’is a corruption of 
the I’rench word "chaste”, and 
was applied by explorers because 
of the wonderful whiteness or 
cliastity of the eternal snow that 
cap.s the summit of this wonder¬ 
ful peak. 

Stock raising, agricultural and 
mineral production, lumbering and 
a mccca for .sportsmen, make 
Shasta a land of many attrac¬ 
tions . While millions in gold, 
copper and other ores li.ave been 
mined, geologists believe the sur¬ 
face merelv has been scratched. 
McCloud River, Rising River and 
Fall River and urney, Cotton¬ 
wood, Battle and Hat Creeks en¬ 
able the county to rank high In 
potential hydro-electric power. 
Here is located one of the world’s 
largest single units for power 
generation. 

The State has undertaken con- 
3 tn.iction of the $7,500,000 Ken- 
nett Dam which will hold in stor¬ 
age the flood waters of the Sac¬ 
ramento River and develop an al¬ 
most unlimited kilowatt hours of 
electrical energy anually. 

Anderson, Happy and Fall 
River Valleys arc exceptionally 
fertile and noted for their ag¬ 
ricultural production. 

Shasta has the only active vol¬ 


cano in the United States, Lassen 
Peak which is in Lassen Volcan¬ 
ic National Park . The last erup¬ 
tion was in 1915, but the lava 
flow was not sufficient t ocause 
much damage. 

The county is famous for its 
vacation rescirts and thousands of 
I touri.sta are attracted to Burney 
Falls, Ca.stle Crags, the Ice 
Caves on Hat Creek and the Cal¬ 
ifornia Caves. 

j Redding, the county seat, was 
establl.shod In the gold rush davs, 
i but Shasta, a few miles to the 


west, was the main community 
and in 1851 and 1852 was the 
largest city north of San P’rancis- 
co .
